LAFCADIO HEARN IS DEAD. 


Japanese Mourn Death of Author 
Who Faithfully Portrayed Them. 


YOROHAMA, Sept. %8.—Lafcadio Hearn, 
a well-known author, died at Tokio Sept. 
235 of heart failure. His funeral will. take 
place Sept. 50. 

Gereral regret expressed among the 
Japanese at the death of Mr. Hearn, who 
had an exceptional understanding 
of them in his charming stories of Japan- 
ese life. 

Hearn was born in 1850 in the Tonlan 
isinnds of Lrish and Grevk parentage.

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COL. WALBRIDGE’S JOBBING RECORD. 


‘uesday’s Post-Dispatch published excerpts from the warrant 
bdéoks of the city, showing that Col. Cyrus P. Walbridge, Re- 
publican candidate for the office of governor of Missouri, was 
guilty of the offense for which Louis Schnell, member of the 
City Council; Charles F. Kelly and Charles L. Geraghty, mem- 
bers of the House of Delegates, were indicted. 

While president of the Council, the J. 8. Merrell Drug Co., 
of which Col, Walbridge was then and is now president, fur- 
nished three of the city institutions with supplies to the 
smount of $6544.27, in direct violation of the City Council and 
section 2340 Revised Statutes of the State, which prohibit any 
city officer from being “directly or indirectly interested in any 
contract under the city, or in any work done by the city, or in 
furnishing supplies for the city or any of its institutions.” 
The transactions of the J. S. Merrell Drug Co., of which Col. 
Walbridge is president, extended over nearly his whole term as 
president of the Council. 

The grandjury which indicted Schnell, Kelly and Geraghty 
submitted, on May 31, 1902, the following report of its work: 

“We have examined many witnesses on the subject of muni- 
cipal corruption. The flagrant bribery in the Municipal Assem- 
bly that has flourished without hindrance for so long, has been 
made conspicuous by our predecessors and in court proceedings. 

“It would seem impossible to paint the picture in darker colors, 
and yet the facts brought out before us have deepened the tones 
and present an even more infamous blackness. 

“In the course of our inquiry we have heard from the lips of 


Mb, itnesses the astounding story of corruption. The villainous 
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venality among the sworn officers and public servants of our 
city should awaken every citizen to the urgent necessity of 
stamping it out by giving more attention to public affairs. 
“The charter of the city provides that no member of the as- 
sembly or city official shall be interested, directly or indirectly, 
in city contracts or im furnishing supplies to the city. The pur- 
pose of this provision is manifest and is intended to prevent the 
corruption that would necessarily ersue if city officials were al- 


‘Jowed to be personally interested in city contracts. This be- 


neficent law is, we find, most grossly violated. Among the notable 
instances that have come to our attention is a grocer, a member 
of the City Council at present” (this refers to Louis Schnell) 
“who shortly prior to his election organized a corporation with 
his son as president, his daughter as secretary, and ahother 
daughter as treasurer. These held all the stock, but the member 
of the Cotincil furnished the money for the undertaking and took 
charge of the receipts for the concern. Through this flimsy 
sham he furnished supplies for city institutions in large amounts. 
The whole affair is manifestly merely a clumsy attempt to evade 
the law and the effort to do this makes the purpose of it all the 
more apparent. 

“Another instance might be cited. A member of the House 
of Delegates and a printer by occupation” (referring to Charles 
F, Kelly) “on account of his official position procured contracts 
for printing from the city, using the names of other individuals 
and imaginary corporations, the printing being done in the mem- 
ber’s office and the bills being made out in the assumed names, 
thus in direct violation of the organic law of the city, and by 
connivance of city officials he, although a member of the assem- 
bly, sold supplies to the city by subterfuges. This same member 
as speaker of the House of Delegates, approved the vouchers for 
supplies furnished by himself under these assumed names. 

“Another member of the House of Delegates, an undertaker 
and livery stable keeper” (refers to Charles L. Geraghty) “made 
a practice of providing a remarkable number of carriages for the 
House of Delegates, making the bills out in the name of a rela- 
tive, who knew nothing of the transaction, the vouchers being 
issued and collected by the member under the name of his rela- 
tive. 

“These are a few instances of how the city has been plundered. 
The disposition of many officials has been to loot the city when- 
ever they got the chance, and they did so without mercy for the 
taxpayers. 

“If the affairs of the City of St. Louis had been properly ad- 
ministered for the past fifteen years, and if all officials had been 
honest, there would today be enough money in the treasury to 
put public buildings in repair, pave streets that are now unpaved, 
make sewers that are now unmade and build new buildings so 
much needed. 

*“The high tax rate, the deplorable condition of public institu- 
tions, the depleted state of the city treasury, are an heritage left 
by officials who have proved traitors to the interest of the people 
and have trafficked in their votes, influence and official action to 
the city’s detriment. 

“These disclosures make plain that the taxpayers of St. Louis 
Mave bece mercilessly and pitilessly outraged for years. That 
the money they have paid in taxes has been squandered. Instead 
of being used for the public welfare it has been feloniously dissi- 
pated and benefited chiefly corrupt officials who have grown Op- 
pulant on small salaries.” 

, The Globe Democrat, in an editorial published May 28, 1902, 
said: 

“Two more indictments have been found by the grandjury, one 
against Charles F. Kelly, member of the House of Delegates, for 
misconduct im office relating to city contracts, and one against

‘TARIFF AND TRUST ISSUE 


No. 2—The Struggle of the Breadwinner 


What is called “protection” under such taxation as that of the present Trust 
Tariff, enacted as the Dingley bill of 1897, 1s unmistakably protection for high 
prices charged the general public by those who supply the homes of the country 


with the necessaries of life. 3 
Since 1897 it has been admitted openly that “protection” means protection for 


high prices on all manufactured articles of common and necessary use. 
Since 1897 the claim that high taxation on competing goods fostered low prices 
in the United States by establishing an increasing number of “home industries” hag 


been wholly abandoned. 
The system of double taxation. which is the principle of the Dingley law, is 


acknowledged to be a system of protection against lower prices on household goods 


used by the American public. 
It is claimed that it raises the wages of factory and mill operatives and “pro- 


tects’ them in increased wages. 

Under the system as it is now operating, the question is not so much of 
statistics, proving that the factory owners do actually give some small percentage 
of a system of monopoly profits to their operatives, but wholly of what actually 
comes home to the public, without regard to the nature of the employment of any 
particular family. 

When we begin at home and deal with known facts, we hare realities within 
our immediate grasp, which no jugglery of cunning and no, blunders of ignorance 
ean hide or confuse. 

Beginning at home, we see that tne daughters of families whose average income 
is three and four times that of factory “hands,” are being forced out into the world, 
away from home, in the struggle of tne family for existence. 

This is a fact, not exceptional, but general. It is a condition, not decreasing, 
but increasing every day. The average family, and families whose income is far 
above the average, are subject to the constant menace of being broken up, and 
families are constantly being practically broken up by the scattering of the chil- 
dren, both girls and boys, forced away from home while still at a tender age, to 
struggle in the hardest competition with each other. 

This has not happened without. reason and the evident reason, which no one 
can mistake, is that a great and constantly increasing number of fathers of families 
cannot support their families by their own earnings. The money will not cover 
the bare expenses of living, and the children, both girls and boys, must become 
bread-winners, while they are still under the working age. 

There is thus an already enormous and constantly increasing competition for the 
price of living and at the same time there is a constantly decreasing competition 
among those to whom this price must be paid. 

These are facts as they have already come home to a great majority of all 
American families,.and they are working their way to the homes of all others 
except the few beneficiaries of “protection” for the great combinations formed to 
control prices and keep them high. 

The inventions of the last generations which taxation could not prevent, such 
inventions as the telephone, the typewriter, and others of the same kind, give 
employment to many young girls now, who otherwise could find none. Similar in- 
ventions also increase employment for young men, so that where otherwise there 
would be a vast number of the unemployed, with starvation at hand, there is now 
the increasing struggle for employment in which the children of the family begin 
when still children to conmffete with their elders, until a constantfy increasing num- 
ber of girls and women are forced into hard employments at wages which force down 
the wages of their own brothers and fathers. 

When this happens because the father of the average faxitty cannot support it 
out of his earnings, is it to be said that it is because ef his idleness, his dissipa- 
tion, his improvidence? 

There is still idleness, still] dissipation, still improvidence, but there has been 
no time in the past when fathers worked harder, more persistently, more “strenu- 
ously” to support their families than now. There is less intemperance and less 
waste of money among the fathers of families now than there was in the first, 
the second, the third quarter of the nineteenth century. Yet In spite of this, in 
spite of the harder work, the “strenuous activity” to which fathers are urged by 
the President (who also urges them to increase their families), there has been no

A Chance for Politicians 


A Cleveland woman, an industrious 
housewife, has asked the board of public 
service of that city to make a ruling as to 
how early in the morning she can g° to 
work without risk of being arrested on 
the complaint of her neighbors, who 8a} 
that the rattle of her dishes robs them of 
sleep. 
Now, if any municipal board hes a right 
to determine economic questions, why has 
not a state board the same right? And 
if any sort of a board has the right to 
tell us how early we may go to work of 
our own volition without being held for 
disturbing the peace of those who prefer to 
sleep longer than we, why cannot some 
board be invested with the power of say- 
ing how early we shall NOT go to work? 
That !s to sar, why cannot some board be 
appointed with plenary power to act in be- 
half of employes of all kinds and make 
rulings against employers to prevent them 
from requiring men vto go to work at 6 
o'clock when they would rather commence 
at 7:30, and to make a 8 o'clock ruling in 
favor of the man who now goes to work 
at &? 
There is more tn this than appears at 
first wlance.

What a delicate form of bribery it would 
be to lessen a man’s work one hour a 
day. with the understanding that he would 
vote for a certain measure favored by the 
party by which the board was appointed! 
Hiow much, more potent, too, this would 
be than grossly handing him a plece of 
money for his vote!’ The money would 
soon be squandered, but the relief from 
labor would be something he would not 
soon forget, and which he would have ever- 
prorent reason to appreciate, since it 
would continue the year round. 

True, there might be a powerful lobby 
to work against this scheme, and some

The telegram was impera- 
tive, and Tawney grabbed a grip, bought 
a ticket and ran for a train. 


Come Back in 


the Afternoon. 

When he arrived in New York he 41d not 
stop to go to a hotel, but snatched some 
breakfast at a lunch room and went at 
once to the headquarters of the national 
committee in the Metropolitan Life build- 
ing. He sent in hia card. Cortelyou sent 
out word that he could see him that after- 
noon. 

Tawney came around in the afternoon. 
Cortelyou sa'ia he would see him next 
morning at 9 o'clock at the Manhattan 
Hote). Tawney went to the hotel at the 
appointed time. Cortelyou's secretary told 
him the chairman would see him at head- 
quarters at 3 o'clock in the afternoon. 
Promptly at 3 o'clock Tawney went to 
headquarters.
